This Circumcifion of 'Furkes is ſomewhat 
more favourable, and not ſo deeply performed as 
the Judaicall, A reverend ingenious Friend of 
mine» who had been preſent and feen the manner 
of their Circumciſion, informes me, that the Cir- 
cumciſer drawes the Prepuce a little over the end 


_ of the Nut, and then laying hold of that part 


whichis brought quite over with a paire of Pin- 
cers he cutteth ir off with a knife, and throws it 
into a Chafendiſh of Coales which ſtands by him, 
afterwards with a certaine powder he cures the 
wound. The Jews that dwell in Twrky, are fora 
note of diſtinction , not only ſomewhat more 
largely circumciſed, bur at their Circumciſion the 
Prepuce in Dorſo pents is a little ſlitup with the 


Priefts naile, and by this marke they uſe to di- 


ſtinguiſh a dead Jew from a Mahometan, and to

ther membrane, which tranſverſly like a Zone ſtret- 
ched out doth cover the chinke of the Hymen z which 
the moſt skilfull Diſſefors have deſcribed in like man- 
ner for the Hymen, although 3t be found in few, and 
bring found, by the vaſhneſſe of the Midwrves it us 
for the moſt part, as an uuprofitable covering 'bu#ft or 
broke aſunder. Nellingus, *who hath wifibly exhibited 
the Hymen 0 chaſte mrnds, as it is obſervedin mar-

From theſe premiſes Iam 
enduced to ſuſpeft, that Pigmics and Dwarfes, 
ſunke below their ſpecies, were at firſt occaſioned 
by ſome artifice or affeRation ; for, you ſee irlies 
within the reach of Art, andthe hand of mans In- 
vention. And if mans hand were too ſhort,yetthe 
Devils power can reach to ſuch a concluſion for, 
even as ſometimes Dwarfes and Giants may be 
naturally procured, ſo the Devill with more fa- 
cility can, by divine permiſſion, promote the de-

Nazianzeny Hierom, Theodoret, Cyrill ; and of the 
modernes, Phil:ppus, Brotdeusr> Cardanus, Baptiitas 
Porta and Remigins, For, what a repugnancy 
would itbe,as one ſaich;both to Religion and na- 
ture, if the Devils could ger men ? when weare 
taught to belceve, that not ever any was begotten 
without humane ſeed except the Son of God. 
The Dev1ll then being a ſpirit, having no corpo- 
rall ſubſtance but in appearance, and wicrefore no 
ſecd of Generation ; to ſay that he can uſe the 
a@ of generation eftcQually, is to affirme that he 
can make ſomething of nothing, and conſequent- 
ly the Devill ro be God ; for, Creation ſolely be- 
longs to God alone, Againe, if the Devill could
